All Asiatics Quit Work. 

All Chinese and Japanese in domestic 
circles, of whom hundreds are em- 
ployed in Vancouver, have’ stopped 
work and have been forced by the 
threats ef their countrymen to act as 
part of the defensive guard. Orientals

ped work and have takéh refuge in 
the quarters occupied by their country- 
men, where they are preparing to assist 
in» opposing any further attacks that

Two hundred special policemen were 
sworn in today, and there is talk of 
calling out the military. Feeling runs 
high, and an attack is likely to occur 
at any time. So far there has been 
no one killed, but several of those in- 
jured in the riots are in a serious con- 
dition. 

The Oriental quarters today showed 
the effect of the riots. Not a window 
in the fifty or more stores and other 
places of business conducted by Japa- 
mese and Chinese remains, and costly 
stocks of goods are badly damaged. 

Heavy Indemnity Wanted. 

It is said that arrangements are be- 
ing made to demand heavy indemnity 
from the city, but it is reported that 
Mayor Bethune has said that not one 
cent of indemnity will be paid. 

The matter will finally be taken to 
the Dominion government. The Japa- 
nese consul here and Baron Ishi, di- 
rector of commerce, who is in the city, 
have communicated the facts to 
Japanese government in Tokio. 

Baron Ishi also is reported to have 
cabled a report of the riot to Ambassa- 
dor Koomura, in London, with a re- 
quest that he take the matter up with 
the British government. In his de- 
spatch Baron Ishi states that the po- 
lice force has done its best, but that 
it is unable to cope with the mobs.

DEEP WATERWAY LAKES TO GULF 


It Will Gitwe Middle West Control of 
South American Trade. 
Chicago, September 9.—‘‘The great mid- 
die west will control the trade of the 
entire west coast of South America 
when the Panama canal! is completed, 
providing the deep waterway from the 
lakes to the gulf {!s constructed. Other 
wise it will be Japan, Germany and 
England which will exercise commercial 
sway over this vast empire to be opened 

up.’ 

This statement was made by John Bar- 
rett. director of the Internationa] Bu- 
reau of American Republics, wh. has 
been in Chicago for several days con- 
ferring with men intc->ested in the deep- 
waterway proposition. It is his conten- 
tion that the federal government should 
lend all the aid necessary for the con- 
struction of this ship canal to make 
the great advantages of the Panama 
canal available to the Mississippi valley, 
Mr. Barrett said: 

“Tm is not excessive to eStimate the 
value of products which these repu.lics 
will then be purchasing from foreign 
countries at $500,000,000. 

“The major portion of these supplies 
will come from America if the great 
manufacturing centers of the middle 
west are provided with water transpor- 
tation. It requires no stretch of imag- 
ination to conceive boats or barges 
loaded in Chicago, Joliet or other points 
in this manufacturing district making 
the entire trip. America has been slow

CANADA MUST PAY INDEMNITY 
AND APOLOGIZE TO JAPAN 

Ottawa, Ont., September 9.—The gen- 
éral opinion official is that 
Canada will have to pay damages and 
apologize Japan for the 
riots. Regrets are expressed that the 
outbreak should have taken place at a 
time when the Japanese immigration 
question was all but solved betwen 
Canada and Japan. The treaty between 
Canada and Japan, ratified by the 
Canadian parliament at its last session, 
was perfectly clear as to the rights of 
the Japanese in Canada. The treaty 
Says that: 

“The subjects of cach of the two high 
contracting parties shall have all lib- 
erty to enter, travel or reside in any 
of the dominion and possessions of the 
other contracting party, and shall en- 
joy full and perfect protection for their 
person and property. 


JAPANESE OFFICIALS REPORT 
ON THE RIOT AT VANCOUVER. 

‘ Montreal, September 9.—The following

“Vancouver, B. C., September 8.—Hav- 
ing arrived at Vancouver at 1! p. m. on 
September 7, I found that during the 
early part of the evening there was he!d 
a demonstration of the anti-Japanese 
and Korean league and at 9 p. m. a 
mob marched into the section of the city 
where the stores kept by the Japanese 
and. Chinese are, and stones were 
threwn, breaking considerable glass. 

Following this attack there came an- 
other one, this time the number being in- 
creased to about 600, and the fronts of 
seyeral stores were broken. So far as I 
can ascertain, only one Japanese was 
wounded. The police force did its best, 
but there is hardly any hope of relief in 
that direction. Consul Morikawa is stay- 
ing-at the seat of the disturbances, try- 
ing to impress upon the city police to 
extend their protection over the Jap- 
anese residents’and at the same time to 
suppress the utmost excitement of the 
Japanese.”’ 

Late last night Consul General Nosse 
received the following telegram from 
Consul Morikdwa: 

“Vancouver, September 8.—In continu- 
ance of the message sent by Mr. Ishi I 
have to report that a fourth attack was 
madé by the rowdies about midnight on 
the Japanese quarters. Twice again they 
tried to attack the Japanese stores, but 
on account of the vigilance of the Jap- 
anese and the city police and also the

“When I undertook to arrest the ne- 
gro,” stated the officer, “he ran into a 
restaurant and ‘1 followed him. He at- 
tempted to tsrike me with a stick, and 
I drew my pistol. He then closed in 
on me and in the seuffle the pistol was 
discharged. “The. negro threw me down, 
struck me in the .face with his fist, 
wrenched the pistol.from my hand .and 
fled. I called to citizens to help me 
capture him. Gus Newsome ‘was thé 
first man I called upon.

San Francisco, September 9.—A left 
swing to the body, cleverly blocked by 
Joe Gans, cost Jimmy Britt any chance 
he might have had to win the light- 
weight championship of the world to- 
day and brought to a close’ five rounds 
of fast fighting, witnessed by a crowd 
of about 14,000 people, at Recreation 
park. The blow, caught by Gans on 


his elbow, was struck in the middle of | 


the fourth round. It broke Britt's wrist 
and though he went on again in the 
fifth round, he was helpless in both 
offense and defense. It was not un- 
til this round that he informed his sec- 
onds of his mishap.

Fracture of the Wrist. 

‘What’s the use of my going on? I 
can’t fight; I am helpless,” he said to 
Tip Kreling. Captain of Police Gleasdn 
was notified at the ringside and stopped 
the fight. Referee Welch gave the de- 
cision to Gans. Three doctors, after an 
examination, stated that the injury 
was a fracture and ‘dislocation of the 
lower end of the ulna, the innermost 
bone of the wrist. Whether it is a gen- 
uine fracture or not, Britt showed such 
intense suffering while the doctors 
were manipulating his wrist, that the 
tears rolled unchecked down his 
cheeks. L 4

Britt Had No Chance. 

The fight, whfle it jasted, was a slug- 
ging match, but it was perfectly evi- 
dent to every trained observer that 
Britt had no chance.to win from the 
negro. For the first time in his life 
he was outmatched. 

Britt’s. lack of coolness was partly 
responsible for the: miserable end of 
the fight. 
gong, he appeared overeager. He was 
not content to take the advice showed 
to him by his seconds to make Gans 
do the leading, but he rushed headlong 
into quarters that developed an _ in- 
equitable slugging match tin which the 
champion had by far'the advantage. In 
the first round, Britt staggered Gans 
to the ropes with a left swing on the 
neck that had lots of foree in it. In 


the same round he also used left and. 


rights to the body and face, but took 
in punishment a straight left on the 
nose that slowed him down. 

The second round developed a mix- 
up at the ropes in which both men ex- 
changed vicious rights and lefts, Gans 
taking the advantage. 

Gans Crowded Britt. 


In the third, Gans followed his tac- 
tics of crowding Britt into.a corner, 
and the Californian had his hands and 
feet busy working his way out. The 
round was even. . 

Gans drew first blood in the fourth 
with a lightning-like straight left that 
brought a scarlet stream trickling from 
It was 
after this that Britt threw all of his 


claim of “fake.” 

Although the betting odds were about 
6 1-2 td 10 in favor of the colored fight- 
er, many liberally backed the Califor- 
nian. 

The two men weighed in at 2:30 p. 
m. The scales were set at 134 pounds. 
Britt trembled the balance; the bar did 
not move when Gans stepped on. It 
was judged that Pritt did ndét tip Gans’ 
weight more than a few ounces. 

At 3:24 p. m. both fighters stripped. 
Britt wore training trunks. Gans had 
on white silk trunks, entwined at the 
top with the American flag. 

After being photographed, the ring 
was cleared for action. Time was called 
at 3:26 p. m. 


The Fight by Rounds. 

Round |. Britt quickly shot his left 
to Gans’ rib. They sparred; Britt swung 
a fearful left that caught Gans on the 
side of the jaw and sent him reeling. 
Britt had shade at the close of the 
round. 

Round 2. Gans rocked Britt’s head 
with two powerful lefts and then sKot 
his right to the face. Gans had the 
advantage as the bell tapped in a 
fierce rally. 

Round 3. Britt poked his left on the 
nose, and sent Gans’ head ba®k with a 
left on the jaw. Gans, however, did 
not. break ground, and met Britt’s 
rushes with straight lefts. The pace 
was very rapid and the round even.., 

Round 4 Gans swung three terrific 
rights to the jaw, and Britt appeared 
groggy. Britt fought back gamely, 
but missed attempt to land. Britt spat 
blood.

NURSES OF THE STATE 
MEET IN ATLANTA SOON 


On Thursday, September 12, the 
Georgia States Nurses’ Association, or- 
ganized in Savannah in April, will 
meet at the Carnegie library for the 
purpose of complying with the recently 
enacted law to regulate the practice 
of trained nursing in Georgia. 

Mrs. A. C. Hartridge, of Atlanta, is 
president of the association and will 
preside over the convention, which 
will be composed of nurses from Sa- 
vVannah, Macon, Augusta and other 
large Georgia cities. 

n order to creat the state board of 
examiners for nurses in Georgia it is 
necessary for this association to nom- 
inate ten nurses and from this num- 
ber the governor is to appoint five who 
shall constitute the state board. 

After June |, :909, it will be neces- 
- pary for all trained nurses who wish 
to practice their profession in Geor- 
gia and sign after their names the 
coveted intials “R. N.’’ (Registered 


Nurse) to stand an examination before 
this board before being allowed this 
privilege. 

In the meantime any nurse graduated 
from a training school in the state can 
be licensed upon the payment of $5 and 
having their names passed upon by 
this board to certify to their good 
moral character. 

There is nothing in this act which is 
prohibitory in regard to the nursing 
of a friend, home nursing or any nurs- 
ing for pay except in so far as it ap- 
plies to nurses who wish to sign “R. 
N.,’’ after their names. Any one 80 
doing, six months after this law goes 
into effect is liable for punishment as | 
for a misdemeanor. 

This law was introduced by Repre- 
sentative Murphy Candler, of DeKalb, 
and its passage was carefully looked 
after by the chairwoman of the asso- 
ciation, Mrs. T. Wardell, superintend- 
ent of nurses at Grady hospital in Ate 
lanta.

Some Remarkable Results From 
Terrific Windstorm, 


AUTO BLOWN OFF STREET 


Chattanooga Visited by Worst Storm 
of Years—Number of Freak Ac- 
cidents Caused by Wind's 
Velocity — Several 
Injured. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., September 9.— 
(Special.)—During a severe windstorm, 
which swept over the city this after- 
noon, during which the wind reached a 
velocity of fifty miles an hour, several 
accidents occurred which were of more 
than ordinary interest, owing to their 
unusual character. 

On McCallie avenue, the principal 
thoroughfare of the city, an automobile 
containing two ladies was blown out of 
the street into the sidewalk, the ladies 
thrown out, and the machine damaged 
against a tree. The party in the auto- 
mobile were coming into the city at a 
rapid rate to get out of the storm, the 
machine going at about twenty-five 
miles an hour. 

It was going directly in the face of 
the wind, and just as it turned, a ter- 
rific gust of wind blew the machine 
completely around, running it into a 
bank and tree before being stopped. 
The ladies were thrown out and more 
or less severely shaken up, besides sus- 
taining a number of painful cuts about 
the face and hands. 

On Missionary Ridge, above the city, 
the wind reached a _ velocity much 
greater than in the city. While an 
automobile containing James Howe, a 
prominent merchant, was going along 
the Crest road, on the ridge, the wind 
blew him out of the machine against 
an embankment, severely injuring 
him. 

The storm did other damage, blowing 
trees and wires down, and up to a late 
hour tonight the lights of the city 
were still out of business.

denly stricken with complete paralysis | 
in the whole left side of his body. He 
recovered somewhat Friday, and was 
even more improved Saturday and Sun- 
day, regaining almost entire control of 
his faculties. He was smitten with a 
sudden relapse, though, vesterday 
morning, and before the sun had set he 
was dead. 

At the time of his death Colonel Shu- 
mate was 73 years of age. He was 
widely and favorably known, in legal 
circles of the state, having practiced 
before the courts of a number of its 
counties and before the supreme bar, 
He was counsel for the Southern rail- 
way at Dalton. With him in law part- 
nershop was his son, Frank E. Shue 
mate. The firm name was Shumate, 
Maddox & Shumate. 

Colonél Shumate was in Atlanta a 
couple of weeks ago, visiting his 
daughter, Mrs. Robert E. Parker, on 
Capitol avenue. At that time he was 
apparently in perfect health. 

The deceased lawyer was as promi- 
nently identified with religious inter- 
ests as he was with the bar. He was 
regularly in attendance upon Methodist 
conferences of the state, and is not 
known to have missed more than one 
or two of those gatherings since his 
early manhood. 

Colonel Shumate is survived by his 
wife and six children. His son, Frank 
E., and two of his daughters, Mrs. E, 
C. Coffey and Miss Louise Shumate, re- 
side in Dalton. Mrs. Robert E. Parker, 
another daughter, is a resident of At- 
lanta; and Mrs. R. D. Bridges, his 
fourth daughter, lives in Leesburg, Va. 
Another son, John H. Shumate, is a 
resident of Charlotte. N, C. 

The funeral will be held at Dalton, 
and interment will be made Wednesday 
morning, in the cemetery there.

STOCK MARKET 
INTENSELY DULL 


Requirements to be Made on 
Money Market Today, 


Bids for New York City Bonds to Be 
Opened Today — Also Final In- 
staliment on Union Pacific 
Bonds—This Caused Ad- 
vance in Call Money. 


New York, September 9.—The stock market 
closed barely steady and intensely dull. The 
rise in call money to 6 per cent was at- 
tributed to preparations for New York city 
bonds bids for $40,000,000, which will be 
opeped tomorrow. As the final installment 
on the Union Pacific convertible bonds which 
called for about $88,060,000 is also payable 
tumorrow,. the requirements on the money 
market were heavy. The strain is expected 
to be short-lived on this side, as immediate 
redeposits are likely to be made and, in the 
case of the city, large temporary note issues 
are to be paid off, so that a secondary re- 
laxing effect on the money market may be 
looked for. But much more importance is at- 
tached to the outcome of this important city 
bonds sale than its debts, as they may throw 
light on the question of how far there may 
have been a revival in the general investment 
Situation. There were dealings in the new 
bonds, when issued, in the curb market 
within a fractional range of a 102%, with an 
upward tendency. This equalization but 
represent more than a random estimate of the 
probable price of tomorrow's most influential 
bidders among the.important banking in- 
terests. The large number of individual bid- 
ders reported as coming in at the eleventh 
hour confirmed the feeling of confidence in 
the success of the issue. 

On the other hand, the successful flotation 
of so liarge an issue of securities would 
carry the inference that supplies of capital 
are not engirely lacking, but exigent of more 
profitable terms than are offering in older 
bond issues.

Both the ginning and 
condition reports were distinctly disappoint- 
ing from a bullish standpoint and a bearish 
tendency is gradually taking hold of the 
market. We see no reason to change our

trade inclined to the short side, we shall not 
be surprised to sée a lower level of prices, 
temporarily at least.
